Proceedings of the Council of the Eighth Legislative Assembly 
of the Territory of Oklahoma. 


FIRST DAY 


Guthrie, Oklahoma Territory, 
Tuesday, January 10, 1905. 


This being the day fixed by law for the convening of the Terri- 
torial Legislative Assembly, and the hour of 2 o'clock P. M. having ar- 
rived, those declaring themselves elected members of the Council of the _ 
Eighth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Oklahoma, met in the: 
Hall designated by the Secretary of the Territory as the Council 
Chamber. 


John H. Decker, claiming to be the member-elect as Council from 
the Sixth Council District, called the Council to order, and read the 
following communieation :

“TO THE EIGHTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF OKLAHOMA 
TERRITORY: 


“Gentlemen: In compliance with the provisions of the Organic 
Act referring to legislative deliberations, Council Bill No. 4 is re- 
turned with a statement of objections to its present form. 


“In its application to territory, the bill embraces the Osage res- 
ervation, and effects the property and lands of certain Indians, and 
is in conflict with the jurisdiction reserved by the Federal Govern- 
ment «o make and regulate’ or exercise authority over the property 
and lands of the Indians, as is clearly set forth in the latter portion of 
Section One of the Organic Act, which reads as follows: 


* "Provided. That nothing in this Act shall be construed to im- 
pair any right now pertaining to any Indian or Indian tribe in said ter- 
ritory under the laws, agreements and treaties of the United States, 
or to impair the rights of person or property pertaining to said ln- 
dians, or to affect the authority of the government of the United 
States to make any regulation or to make any law respecting said 
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Indians, their lands, property or other rights which it would have been 
competent to make or enact if this Act had not been passed. 


“The proposition under consideration is not geographical in its 
nature. The Territory has jurisdiction over any of the lands within 
its boundary lines and ean establish quarantine regulations over the 
same as conditions may demand, provided, however, that in extend- 
ing these lines and establishing these regulations there is no conflict 
of authority between the Territory and the power specifically reserved 
by the Federal Government in the Act under which the Territorial 
Government was authorized. It is not a question as to whether or not, 
ordinarily, the Legislature has power to extend quarantine lines around 
the whole of any Indian reservation attached to the Territory, or 
around any part of such reservation, but it is a question of authority 
between a higher and subordinate branch of government; and in this 
instance the higher branch of government in assuming authority over 
the lands and property of the Indians would be supported by a specific 
reservation of power when Congress passed an Act providing for gov- 
ernment for Oklahoma. 


“Geographically the Legislature would have authority to extend 
quarantine lines around the entire Osage reservation, or across any 
portion of it, were it not for the fact that certain’ conditions exist in 
that reservation, and over these conditions the Territory has no con- 
trol, especially over the lands, property, and rights of the Indians 
in their tribal relations. These matters are under the supervision of 
the Indian Department of the Federal Government. In providing for 
government for Oklahoma, Congress deemed it best to reserve the right 
of control over the lands and property of the Indians to the Federal 
Government, as plainly indicated in the language of the Organic Act 
as above quoted. l 


“The department of the Federal Government which has jurisdic- 
tion over the Indians, desire to lease the pasture lands for at least 
another year. It is claimed that large’ revenues would be derived for 
the Indians, and that the enforcement of quarantine regulations over 
these pasture lands would deprive the Indians of their rights guaran- 
teed by treaty as well as by Act of Congress. 


TERRITORY OF OKLAHOMA. 129 


“There can be no logical argument against the proposition that 
in matters affecting the property interests of the Indians, the Terri- 
tory has no control, or against the proposition that in all such matters 
the Federal Government has supreme control. The Federal Govern- 
ment through its representatives who have jurisdiction over Indian 
affairs, has declared that quarantine restrictions over the pastures in 
the Osage reservation deprive the Indidns of their rights and effect 
the property interests. If the measure under consideration should be 
passed in its present form, it would be inoperative so far as it con- 
flicts with the authority of the Federal Government, and if void in 
part might endanger the effectiveness of the entire measure. 


“To pass a law that would conflict with the policy of a department 
of the Federal Government, and the policy sustained by Congressional 
authority, would be useless, and believing that the Bill if passed could 
not be effective in all its provisions, I return it for further con- 
sideration.
